Nothiog like the 
aggravaiing circumstances were showu in the 
Maryland precedents as will be brought to light at 
the trial of James Nutt, yet the jury acquitted 
Black without hesitation.

THE KILLING OF BORDEN. .¢ 
The Reverend Gentleman Gulity of Seducing His 
Friend’s Fiancee, 

MANSFIELD, June 18—In the case of the Rev. 
J. Lane Bordon, president of the Mansfield female 
college for the past two years, the testimony taken 
at the coroner’s inquest is to the effect that Mr. 
Jenkins came out of the front door of his father’s 
store, and, directing his pistol at Borden’s left 
breast, fired, hitting him near the left nipple. A 


watch worn by Borden protected him from the 
effects other than a great bruise. Borden then ran 
down to William & Hobgood’s store, two doors ke- 
low. passing through to the back door when he was 
fired on again by Jenkins, who was in pursuit, 
without effect. Just outside of the store Jenkins 
shot him again, the ball taking effect in the leg, 
from which he fell. Jenkins advanced to Borden’s 
feetand fired again, the ball taking effect in the 
forehead, shooting out his brains. William Keith- 
ly, the only witness who heard a word passed, says 
Borden after falling exclaimed: ‘‘My God! I did 
not doit.’’ The jury of inquest returned a ver- 
dict that deceased came to his death by having 
been shot through the forehead e little to the left of 
the center of the frontel bone, the ball having pen- 
etrated the brain, and another ball having passed 
throvgh the fleshy part of the thigh, the shot being 
fired from a pisto! in the hands of B F. Jenkins, Jr. 
THE CAUSE OF THE TEAGEDY. 

‘On!last Thursday a beautiful and highly aceom- 
plished young lady of 17 years, daughter of a well- 
known and prominentsugar planter of this stateland 
the rumored affiancee of Mr. Jenkins, and alsoa stu- 
dent for the past session at the Mansfield college 
lefthere by the New Orleans, Pacific train in e¢om- 
pany with Jenkins for her home.

THE INNOCENTS. 


THE FRIGHTFUL SCENES AT THE 
SUNDERLAND SHOW HOUSE. 


Pulling the Limbs Out cf Live Children in Tryitg to 
Reech the Dead—Whole Families Found Lif.- 
less—The Listof the Dead Increased to 
One Hundred and NinetySeven. 


Lonpon, June 18.—The terrible calamity Saturdsy 
evening isthe subject of universal unhappy com- 
ment. The hall has been surrounded by distressed 
crowds. The stairway from the gallery at the 
top landing, at which occurred the pressure which 
led to the accident, was from five to six feet wide, 
and the gallery door through which the children 
were allowed to pass, only one at a time, wh:ch cir- 
cumstance is regarded as the direct cause of the 
calamity, was fitted witha bolt which lodged ina 
hole in the floor, thus narrowing the passage- 
way for the purpose of facilitating ticket 
taking when the audience was entering the hall. 
The janitor says the scene behind the gallery door 
was fearful Some of the children were fixed up- 
right in a heap and actually gasping for breath, so 
great was the pressure of the crowd behind them. 
The majority of th. children in the hall weré un- 
der twelve yearsof age. When the disaster hap- 
pened, the janitor and his wife and several hastily 
summoned bystandets went to work immediately 
to give the sufferers relief. They first sent out of 
the building by other exit ways the little ones who 
were still in the hall, by this means averting fears 


of a_ further crush, Those who went 
to the rescue of the sufferers 
found the work of removing the heapof bruised, 
crushed and suffocated bodies no easy task. Two 
hundred children were rescued from the pile, who 
were Py maggie uninjured, and many others were 
found in an unconscious condition; but of these a 
number were restored immediately and taken to 
theirhomes Nearly all those who were dead, with 
a number whose wounds were regarded as fatal, 
were laid out in the main hall where the local doc- 
tors in attendance used every effort to restore those 
in whom the s; ark of life could be detected. One 
eye witness states that he saw lying on the flag- 
stones a short distance from the bottom of the stairs 
the dead’ bodies of seven children. Many of those 
who came to assist in removing the dead and reseu- 
ing the living were utterly overcome¢ by the distress- 
ing sight of somany dead and dying children. A 
number of deaths have occurred since the first re- 
port, and the fata) list is now piaced at 186, 


PULLING THE LIMBS OFF OF LIVING CHILDREN. 
One of the persons who responded immediately 
to the call for help says that many who volunteered 
¢° assist the children were sickened by the spectacle 


und fled horrifled from the distressing scene. The 
rescurers’ first efforts were directed towards 
reaching the children who were apparently alive, 
butso tightly were the victims jammed together 
that it was regarded as dangerous to drag them out 
of the helpless mass lest the efforts would result in 
pulling the limbs off of living children, as well as 
mutilating the dead. They therefore proceeded 
steadily and systematically to lift off the topmost. 
A few of those who were beneath had survived, 
and their moanings and low cries of pain could be 
distinctly heard amid the excitement and 
the cries of bereaved parents and friends 
who were thronging the adjacent streets. The dis 
aster was referred to in all the churchesin Sunder- 
land and by many of the preachers in London, and 
prayers were offered for the parents and friends of 
the victims. The stairease from the gallery was a 
winding one, and both the audience and the offi- 
cials, who were in the hall at the time of the disas- 
ter, were unaware for some considerable time of 
the terrible tragedy being enacted at the door. 
They were not informed until Graham, the hall- 
keeper, who was strolling near by the scene of the 
calamity, was attracted by the groans and gave the 
alarm. Mr. Fay, who gave the entertainment, 
was busy packing up his apparatus to depart 
whena man rushed upto him and informed 
him of the disaster, and immediately fell down 
speechless in a fit. 
RECOGNIZING THEIR CHU DREN. 


Some of the families whose homes were so sud- 
denly darkened lost over three children. Neman 
and his wife pushed their way into the hall in 


which lay the bodies of the victims, and, without 
betraying any emotion, began toscan the faces of 
one of his children, the father, pointing with his 
finger, exelaimed, ‘That’s one.’’ Passing on again, 
he or another, and then a third, Stagger- 
ing in a fit of agony, he cried: ‘‘My God!” “All my 
family gone!’’ and, overwhelmed with grief, sank 
to the floor. In some homes there are five children 
dead. Queen Victoria sent a telegram to the mayor 
of Sunderland, expressing her grief at the disaster. 
lhe chidren of the various Sunday schools 
also sent telegrams of sympathy. Flags 
were at half-mast. One Sunday 
shool loses thirty scholars by the catastrophe 
Many of the survivors had their arms broken in 
the rush; others are suffering from broken ribs or 
rupture of internal organs. Graham, the hall keep- 
er, says that children not twenty yards from the 
door came pressing forward, unaware of the trag- 
edy, thus making matters ten times worse than 
they realiy were. The scene ins de Victoria hall 
during the identification of bodies baffles deserip- 
tion, and was pitifulin the extreme, The faces of 
the children were almost iu every case black and 
swollen from buffocation, from which manv died. 
The lips were cracked and parched and the noses 
bleeding, and parents rushing wildly about would 
fall upon thewodies of the dead children, and, with 
loud wailing and weeping, clasp the unconscious 
forms in their arms, vainly endeavoring to note 
apy slight signs of life. Many poor mothers swooned 
away at the first eight of the dead, 


REMOVING THE DEAD. 
& The act of removing the dead from the hall to-day 
was the occasion fora renewal of lamentation and 
confusion. Many parents rushed through the po- 


lice cordon, appointed for the preservation of order, 
and there was a scene of great confusion. One of 
the witnesses of the calamity stated to-day that for 
the first five minutes there was a great lack of as- 
sistance, and from this cause alone there were cer- 
tainly ove hundred lives lost. The weather was 
warm and the passageway very close, so that ina 
short time after the catastrophe a horribly sicken- 
ing ste ch came from the pile of corpses at the main 
outlet of the hall. The- latest report to-night 
figures up 188 dead, and the gravest fears are felt 
that the number will yet be shown to have reached 
at least 200. The eagerness of the children to de- 

art from the hall was caused by their prizes prom- 
sed them. Graham throws the blame for the 
calamity upon a@ man connected with the enter- 
tainrseunt who it appears fastened the door half 
open inorder thatthe prizes might be given to the 
children one atatime while they were leaving the 
hall. One sad incident was witnessed in the vicin- 
ityofthe hall. A lad was sitting on a railing near 
the car on Murton street crying. A passerby in-

THE REAL CAUSE OF THE ROUT. 
The excitement over the catastrophe in Victoria 
hell Saturday night by which nearly two hundred 


children lost their lives continues intense. Some 
of ibe children who wesc say that a report spread 
through eed pres at the close of the performance 
that the child first out of the hall would get a prize, 
and there wus, consequently, am eager rush for the 
doors. Most of the bodies of the victims were buried 
together in a long trench. 

Several of the children who left the exhibition 
Saturday, before the accident occurred, state that 
they sawa man just before the rush, partially 
close the door on the landing where the disaster 
took place. It will be proved at the inquest that the 
man bolted the door ajarinorder to facilitate the 


distribution tothechildren as théy were leaving 


the premises. The box containing these toys is

Early in Marck Mrs, In- 
man disposed of some of her real estate, and 
was immediately importuned by her husband 
for funds, upon refusing which he beat her 
most cruelly, Onthe morning of March 26 
Mrs. Inman started on horseback to the store 
of Mr. Bishop, several miles distant, for the 
purpose of depositing with him $400 and dis- 
osing of the remnant of her cotton crop.

her what disposition she had made of the 
money, and was told by her that she had it on 
her person. He then said he would accom- 
pany her on foot a part of the way, with the 
pretense of attending to some rails be was 
having split.

The next that was heard 
of her was Mr. Inman riding uptothe store 
of Mr. Bishop on the horse upon which his 
wife had ridden from home.

The fiendish act of the negro Jordan Cor- 


bin, in Coosa county, Alabama, has already / 


been published in our columns. A repre- 
sentative of the Selma Times gives a full ac- 
count of his crime and capture, and from it 
we take the following: 

“On Monday evening last Jordan Corbin 
_ through Rockford and went up to 


r. Benjamin Carden’s, about three miles 


north of Rockford, on Hatchett creek. He 
went outinto the barn, met Mr. Carden and 
askea him if he wanted to hire any one to 
cut oats. Mr. Carden told him he did not. 
Corbin then went on up to Mr. Carden’s 
house. As there wasno one at the house, 
Mr. Carden sent his little ten year-old boy 
there to ascertain what the negro wanted. 
Corbin asked the little boy severa! questions 
and then went off About ten o’clock that 
night the negro returned to Mr. Carden’s 
house, placed his gun through the window 
against Mr. Carden’s head as he lay asleep, 
and fired the whole load into 
his head. This alarmed Mrs. Car- 
who immedi- 


den and her two children, 

ately arose to find out what was the matter. 
They found the negro trying 
to get into the house. Mrs. 


Carden and ber daughter pushed against 
the door, but he finally got hold of Mrs. Car- 
den’s band and pulled her out into the yard. 
Reng a large, strong woman, she threw him 
down and got back into the house before the 
negro could get hold of her. ‘She and. her 
daughter then pulled the bed, upon which 
the dying husband and father lay, against 
the door, which prevented his entering. The 
negro then told them if either of them would 
come out and spend a, few hours with him 
Mrs Carden told him that 
-e would die first. He then loaded his gun 
acain. and while he was doing so Mrs. Car- 
Gen took down her husband’s rifle, placed it 
between the logs of the house within three 
he negro and tried to shoot him, but 
could not make the gun fire. The negro 
then went around the house, pulied off a 
board ana shot Mrs. Carden, the load taking 
effect in the frontof the body. However, it 
passed though aslat in the back of an oak 
chair which was standing in front of her, 
eventing a fatal effect; She was seriously 
but not dangerously wounded. Mrs. Carden, 
thinking the negro had left, sent her little 
boy out in the yard to blow a born to alarm 
the neighbors, when the black fiend again 
loaded his gun andshot the boy, inflicting a 
painful wound in the little fellow’s right side, 
The boy then went into the house. The ne- 
gro evain demanded of Mrs. C, that she send 
her daughterout to him. Mrs. C. told bim 
her daughter bad gone out of the back door 
and had left the house. He told her if: she 
would give him a quilt he would leave. She 
pushed him the quilt through the logs, and 
he left. Before he did so, however, he looked 
at a cricket clock, which he had stolen from

Carden it was eleven o’clock and that he 


would see her again. Next morning he went 
to Mr. Joe Sear’s, about half a mile from 
where he had committed his crime, and en- 
deavored to hire himself to cut oats but Mr. 
Sears told him he had no work for him. He 
proceeded up the road to Mr. James Conno- 
way’s. who hired him. Atsix o’clock Tues- 
day morning the news of the terrible tragedy 
reached Rockford, and about one hundred 
men started in pursuitof the demon. After 
reaching the place where the crime was com- 
mitted and ascertaining who it was that did 
it, everybody started out to capture hia at 
al bazards. They found him cutting oats in 
Mr. James Connaway’s field, and as soon as 
he saw the two men who were in front ride 
in sight, he threw his cradle down and ran to 
the woods. Just as he started to run, Mr. H. 
Watson fired at him with a Smith & Wesson 
pistol. The ball struck him in the right 
shoulder, but did notstop him.

They 
ran him about three miles to Hatchett creek, 
where he succeeded in crippling one dog and 
driving the otbers back. He then went up 
the creek about five orsix miles, butat five

25 or 30 men, e was carried back to the 
scene of his crime.

We are not surprised that the Macon Tel- 
egraph Nas at last turned its batteries on 
truck farming. ‘We have noted the uneasi- 
ness with which its unhappy editor watched 
the progress of this new industry, and felt 
assured that as soon as he had recovered from 
his late assault on Atlanta real estate, and 
mopped his overheated brow, be would ad 
vance upon the mild-mannered squash and 
the lymphatic cuke. We think we under- 
stand the motive that underlies the attack, 
and explains why these innocent vegetables 
should be assaulted with such unnatural fe- 
rocity. The hand that so arduously prods 
the astonished cabbage and potato, is reach- 
ing for something beyond the vegetable fibre. 
But that is not important to the public. 

THE ConsTITU1ION accepts cheerfully all the 
responsibility its contemporaries put upon it 
for the present increase in truck-farming. 
We have never done anv work in which we 
took more pleasure and pride—nor by the out- 
come of which we stand with more confidence. 
It has been charged that we have written 
wildly, ignorantly and recklessly about the 
profit and area of truck. That charge is false. 
We have advanced no theories or estimates or 
suggestions of our own. We have simply 
transcribed the words of such men as McRee, 
Perham, Peeples, Blackshear, Wisenbaker, 
Roundtree, Pendleton, Ousley, Lane, Forres- 
ter, McNeil and scores of others of wise, prac 
tical men, who spoke from actual experience. 
They gave us precisely and carefully the results 
of their work, and their suggestions of what 
they hoped to do. We printed their state- 
ments in their own words, over their own 
names, and with their approval. A more 
carefully prepared series of interviews, from 
men especially adapted by training and expe 
rience to speak on the special subject under 
investigation, encumbered by less outside 
comment, was never printed in a Georgia 
paper. 

In thus crediting the estimates of the area, 
the profits, and the possibilities of truck 
farming in Georgia, to the men 
who gave them out of their own 
experience and observation, we do not desire 
to evade in the slightest degree the lessons 
they taughtor the hopes they inspired.

The farmer who puts ten acresin truck 
this year raises more cotton and corn with the 
same labor than he did last year when he 
planted no truck. Itisacrop that is started 
when there is little else to do, is ready to quit 
the ground when other crops need it, leaves 
tae ground richer than when it found it, 
and is marketed at a season when 
the money ix brings is badly needed. It 
diversifies our agriculture, leads to intensive 
farming, and is almost purély a surplus crop. 
Of course, it has its casual disasters and de- 
pressions. One crop hits where another fails. 
One locality makes more where another 
makes less. This year, for example, potatoes 
have not paid so well as in other years, and 
there are cases where shipments did sot pay 
freight. These cases are rarer, however, than 
would be supposed. Whenevera man finds 
his shipment does not pay charges, he telis it 
as en unusual thing, and it is printed, while 
tue men who get the usual returns pocket 
the money and say nothing. We print this 
morning statements from two leading Atlanta 
firms, who have hundreds of acceunts with 
truckers on their books, and they show that 
in but three instances have they had to re- 
djurn a loss tothe shipper. In a great many 
eases they have returned the heaviest of 
profits. Mr. McRee writes that his cabbage 
crop, the only one from which he has had full 
returns up to date, has netted him $70an acre 
and would have paid $25 had not three of bis 
five cars miscarried and been detained, for 
which be bas a suit of damages. Even $70 an 
acre on cabbages is a good result.

state of each market;. when and what to 
ship to each city, and how to ship. For ex- 
ample they should know exactly when the 
local truck comes into the Atlanta mafket and 
not attempt to compete with it. Three bar-

have been in the market a week. 
The railroads should be urged to 


give swifter schedules and lower rates, in 
which direction they have already done a 
great deal. The best class of commission 
merchants should be induced to take hold of 
the truck and handle it. The 
shippers should organize and act 
in understanding with each other. 
If the papers who are sneering at the truck- 
ersand appearing to gloat over occasional 
unlucky shipments, would address themselves 
to this work and try to get better time and 
terms from the railroads, and inform the ship- 
pers more fully as to the markets, they would 
do their state more service, and would them- 
selves be happier. This is what Tue Const!- 
TUTION Will apply itself to, and we go inte the 
work confident that we willsee truck farming 
continue to enrich that section of the state 
that is adapted to it, and prosper in spite of 
tempoary ill-luck and the sneers of those 
who seem to be happy only in tearing down 
and denouncing where they should try to fos- 
ter and build up.

THE STAR ROUTE VERDICT. 

General Sherman strikes the key-note of the 
republican campaign when he declares in 
terms that the star route thieves are innocent 
martyrs, victims of an insatiate desire to ben- 
efit the people. The opinions and statements 
of General Sherman, rough, off-hand, blunt, 
and not infrequently apt and pointed, usually 
carry great weight, and none have been re- 
ceived with more applause than his latest 
utterance will be. He cuts the gordian knot 
at one stroke, and gives the cue to all the 
time-servers and policy men of the republican 
party. The programme in this, as in the 
great fraud of 1876, is to be aggressive, but 1% 
is reversed. In 1876 all the organs con- 
tended that Mrs. Hayes’s husband was 
elected, and it is only recently that any of 
them have had the temerity to declare that 
the seating of Mrs. Hayes’s husband was in 
the face of the election of Mr. Tilden 
by the people. In respect of 
the star-route steal, the organs have all along 
admitted the guilt of the defendants and there 
is hardly a republican newspaper in the coun. 
try sohumble that it has never urged the 
government and the administration to push 
the prosecution. 

But we may be very sure that General Sher- 
man’s tribute to the innocence and patriotism 
of the star-route conspirators will be grate- 
fully received by the republican party. It is 
not an off-hand statement, but has been. care- 
fully thought over. In effect General Sher- 
man says: ‘Go to! these knaves will make 
good fighters. Push on the column!” And 
the column will be pushed on.

There is really no reason why 
Dorsey should not be nominated by the re- 
publicans. He would be sup- 
ported by both half-breeds and _stal- 
warts, and even the independent 
republican press would find some excuse for 
advocating him, for so versatile a man would 
have no difficulty in posing as a republican 
reformer. He could heal every breach in the 
party, and, under his direction, Mr. Whitelaw 
Reid and Mr. George C. Gorham would be 
tound shoulder to shoulder, battling for re- 
publican success. 

Tius it will be seen that the verdict of the 
jim-jam jury bas important bearings. It af- 
fects the policy of a great party, and gives it 
a candidate whose record and whose abilities 
appeal to the instincts of every genuine re- 
publican.

“Only one, and in that case the truck was half 
spoiled when we got it. Cabbage have averaged 
3 cents net the season through,or $2.40 for 70 pound 
crates. Here are returnsto Mr. Joseph Maffit of 

21.78 net for 8 crates. 

‘Potatoes netted $2 50 a barrel net,uniil local crop 
comein. Wethen hurried what potatoes come, to 
Cincinnati. Hereisareturu just come, for eleven 
barrels shipped us by W. A. Pye (Forsyth) and 
which we forwarded to Cincinnati. They net $17.25 
which is the lowest we have reported. We have had 
butone shipper complain of his returns.’’ 

“Whatisthe margin between this market and 
south Georgia?’ 

“About three weeks. Shippers should watch this 
and not ship here after local market comes in.”’ 

‘What about melons?’ 

“There has been no demand here. Our people 
don’t want melons till hot weather. We have had 
four cars, one of which we sold here, and the others 
we forwarded. We have here the returns from the 
first car, which you see is 40 cents apiece, or $400 for 
the-car. This car will clear the shipper $250. With 
our second Car we were offerea! 23 ceats here—tbis 
morning we were offered 25 cents around for melons 
here. The demand is increasing and this market is 
now ready for melons. None but ripe ones ought 
to be shipped.’’ 

Messrs. Elam Johnson, Son & Co. say: 

‘We have received three or four times as much 
truck this season as last, and have sold more readily 
and at better prices. Freights are some lower, and 
the schedules some closer.’’ 

‘*Have you reported losses to any shipper this sea- 
son?” 

‘To not one whose stuff has reached us in good 
order, and to only two under any circumstances. 
We have just received some cabbage that will hard- 
ly pay for freight. They were shipped against our 
advice published a week ago to the effeci that local 
truck bad now reached our market, and shipments 
should cease,’’ 

“How have your returns averaged ?” 

“Finely. Cabbage have ayeraged from 3to 4 
cents, until now, under local receipts they are 1 
cent. Potatoes opened at $7.50, fell to $5, then $3.00, 
aud down to $2.25. Tomatoes opened at $3, and 
have averaged $1.50, or say 80 cents to $1 net. 
We have made no returns of cukes that vetted less 
than fifty ceuts acrate, which pays weil. Beans 
and okra sold well, netting, as you see, for Scott 
Brothers’ account here $9.10 for five crates, and for 
William Davis $4.85 for three crates.”’ 

‘*Tne season bas been a good one, then?’’ 

‘Yes, and we have had but three shipments that 
did not pay charges, end only perhaps three more 
that aid not pay good prices. Our customers are 
satisfied—the most of them highly pleased. Each 
year they pack better, ship with more judgment 
and get better returns. With little lower freights 
and quicker schedules, the business will pay im- 
mene profits.’’ 

THE TRUCKMEN OF THE ALBANY SECTION. 

The truckmen of Lee, Dougherty and Mitchell, 
notwithstanding the admitted failure of the Irish 
potato crop in the way of receipts, are still confi- 
dent and hopeful. The melon crop is fast matur- 
ing under the most favorable conditions, and in a 


few days the regular shipments will begin. One 
farmer, an intelligent and not over-sanguine man, 
by the way, who has 100 or more acresin melons, a 
few miles from town, stated publicly, aday or two 
since, that he wou'd not take $3,000 for his crop.

THE PROGRESS OF TRUCK. 

VALDosTa, June 15.—EbDITORS CONSTITUTION: You 
have taken such greatinterestin the truck busi- 
ness of this section, and have done such noble 
work in encouraging and stimulating our farmers 
to get out of the ‘‘oldruts,’’ by diversifying their 
crops, your correspondent thought you would 
like to have some direct information concerning 
the present condition of the crop and ‘the future ; 
prospects, as now considered, 

The writer has itterviewed some of the principal 
melon-growers of this section, and through the 
kindnessand courtesy of Mr. J.C. Hunt, the live 
stable man here. and who also has75 acres in 
melons, and Mr. Zeke Wisenbaker, a young demo- 
crat who knows how to run successfully a steam 
miil, a 100-acre melon pateh at‘the same time, he 
has hed the pleasure of riding through several 


furms, seeing, in all, some 300 acresin melons. The 
vines ware never known to grow more 
rapidly, to be thrifty, and to promise 


a better yield, uutil quite recently, when heavy 
rains set in, which has damaged the crops very se- 
riously, causing the vines to ‘‘throw off’ the fruit. 
The wet weather could not have come at a more 
critical time for the forward planting, and it is the 
general impression here that the old vines will not 
make more than a two-thirdscrop. The reports all 
along throngh Brooks and Thomas counties are to 
the same effect. The late planting, which isa very 
small per cent of the crop, may do better under fa 
vorable weather, 

I. is hoped \hat, as the facilities for aisposing of 
the croo are better than ever before, (thanks to 
some of our enterprising railroads) the crop will be 
handled profitably to the farmer, notwithstanding 
a poor yield. 

‘Future deliveries’ is quite a lively business 
here. One gentieman who did not plant an acre 
now owns ths melous on about one hundred acres. 
and is still in the market. 

Ousley’s station shipped two car loads this week 
and one car went up [rom Quitman yesterday. Val- 
dosta could have shipped several cars this week. but 
she preferred to wair till the melons got ripe.

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HAND EDUCATION. 


RETURN OF THE LEGISLATIVE COM- 
MITTEE FROM 1HE EAST. 


Hon. Frank P. Rice an Enthusiastic Advocate cf 
Scheols ef Tiochocicgy—Lbe Committee to Re- 
por: io Favor cf Such a Schoo! for Georgia 
—~ine Prcbubise Cost, Ete., Bte. 


Hon. F. P. Rice,a member of the committe 
appointed by the legislature at its last session 


to visit the north and examine the 
different schools of technology with 
aview of reporting on the 


advisability of establishing such a school in 
Georgia returned to the city on Sunday. A re- 
porter of Tue Constitution called on Mr. 
Rice and asked him for the general results of 


the trip. Mr. Rice said: 

“T have always been a friend of technical 
education but I come back from this trip con- 
vinced that such aschool in Georgia estab- 
lished fairly, and run on first-class principles, 
is an absolute necessity to this state.”, ag 

‘‘We must have one then?”’ 

“We must unless we intend to depend for 
our skilled artizans upon the young men 
from other sections of the union, who are 
not acquainted with our peculiar condition 
and who cannot be as efficent as our own 
young men would be if they were properly 
trained. If the state of Georgia intends to 
keep pace with the general progress of the 
country, and to develop her manufacturing 
enterprises upon which her future growth, 
prosperity and, greatness depend, she must 
establish a schoolin which her young men 
can receive practical education and become 
capable of taking charge and managing skill- 
fuily these practical enterprises.’’ 

**What schools did you visit?” 

‘‘We visited the schools at Boston, Worces- 
terand Hoboken, and Cooper institute, in 
New York.”’ 

‘‘What is the general plan of education in 
these schools?” 

“A young man is taken to the capenter’s 
bench and blacksmith’s forge, and is taken 
carefully, one step ata time; his brain edu- 
cation keeping pact with the education of his 
hands until he becomes a skilled and a scien- 
tific scholar in the fullest sense. Beyond the 
ground work of a general industrial educa- 
tion there are specialties which each boy 
chooses for himself For example he becomes 
a minerologist, mechanical engineer, mining 
engineerachemist,superintendent of factories, 
iron works, bridge worker,ship building or any 
industrial sphere that he desires to fili.”’ 

“Is there a demand for the services of suon 
students?” 

‘‘A demand that is double the supply. 
Faster than these young men can graduate 
are there demands for their services.”’ 

‘‘What salaries do they receive?” 

“Any young man who fits himself by this 
practical education fer practical work can 
count on receiving when he graduates from 
three to five thousand dollars a year, and 
will find himself wanted in half 
a dozen different sections of the country. Any 
increase above this salary depends on his own 
tact and efficiency. Many of them are able 
to command their own terms in the business 
that they organize and superintend.”’ 

“To what fields are the graduates called 

“There is a great demand for them in the 
large manufacturing establishments ia New 
England, and in many cases in the east 
fathers who own large establishments send 
their sons to these schools so that they 
can be educated to succeed them and carry 
on the manufacturing business when they 
wish to retire. Others are called to New 
Mexico, Colorado, India, Honduras and to 
various South American points. They are 
also called to the southern states.”’ 

‘‘Are these schools popular in the north?’ 

“They are not only popular but are consid- 
ered indispensable and are growing in favor 
every year. I should say that 
at each school there was an 
average of 150 students, and there is no state 
community that.wouldgive up ene of the 
schools for ten times what it costs to main- 
tain it. Thisis the universal expression of 
opinion from the people of that section.”’ 

“And the need in the south is greater than 
in the north?” 

‘Of course it is, because in the south man- 
ufacturing 1s comparatively new. In New 
England there are plenty of skilled artisans 
who receive their education by apprentice- 
ship, and in the great factories. In 
the south there are comparatively few such 
opportunities and therefore comparatively 
few skilled artisans, and as a consequence of 
this comparatively few new manufacturers. 
And yet, filled up with factories and shops as 
New England is, in which a practical hand 
education can be obtained, they find it neces- 
sary and profitable to maintain at considera- 
ble expense schools in which the education 
of the brain can be carried on with the educa- 
tion of the hand. Inthe south of course it 
is much more needed. In fact General 
Walker, late superintendent of the census 
and now head of the Boston school of tech- 
nology, said to us that the first southern state 
to adoptoschool of this sort for practical 
education would become the greatest and 
first in the march of development.” 

‘You are satisfied, then, that it isabsolutely 
essential to Georgia’s growth that she should 
have a school of technology?” 
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“T am, and the committee is unani- 
mously of this opinion. Our re-| 
port will be made ‘ without a 


dissenting voice and put in the strongest lan- 
guage that we can command.”’ 
‘What do you éstimate that it would cost 
to establish such a school?” 
“T think that an appropriation of $50,000 
would build the school and fit it with all the 
necessary appliance fer such a school as we 
will be able to establish at first. I think it 
would require perhaps twelve thousand dol- 
lars a year at first to maintain it.”’ 
‘‘Would this allow for free tuition 
“No. I think it would be necessary for 
each student under this plan to pay perhaps 
$150 per year for his tuition. The Hoboken 
school estimates that it costs $500 a year to 
carry each student through, and he pays $150 
so that the state gives him all but about one- 
third.” 
‘‘How was the committee received in New‘ 
England?’ 
“With the greatest courtesy, and in many 
cases at the sacrifice of the time of our hosts. 
All intelligent men ‘there evinced the 
greatest interest in the investigation: we were 
making and expressed the hope without ex 
ception, that we would be able to establish 
a school of technology in the state and there- 
by confim and strengthen the wonderful! 
growth that has already been started in our 
section. Wemetin the Cooper institute an 
Englishman who had been sent over by his 
government to study the plan and operation 
of the schools of this country. He stated to us 
that England was loosing hersupremacy in the 
manufacture of machinery. hat Germany 
and the United States, by practical education 
in their schools, were taking away from her 
every branch of manufacturing in which she 
had been supreme for nearly acentury. He 
stated further what I believe to be true, that 
the schools of New England are the model 
schools of the world in this department. 
Such were the schools that we had the advan- 
tage of studying. I believe’ that 
we can establish in Georgia on an 
appropriation and endowmentthat the state 
will never feel, an institution equal to the 
best in the world and one that will yield a’ 
larger income, in good, than any money ‘that 
the state bas ever spent since Oglethorpe 
landed at Yamacraw bluff.’’ 

“Do you expect the state to pay the ex- 
penses of the committee?’ 

“For my part Ido not care whether the 
state does or not. . We went to investigate for 
the benelit of the people, and while we went 
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under legislative order I do not 
think the committee has given the 
question of expenses athought. I think the
